INTEREST DEDUCTIONS 


(PART 2) 


While interest paid or accrued 


during the year is generally de- 
ductible from gross 
income, 
for 


Federal income tax purposes, cer- 
tain interest payments arc not al- 
lowable deductions. 


Interest which is not deductible 


is interest paid on behalf of anoth- 
er where there is no legal obliga- 
tion to make such payment. Thus, 
interest paid on behalf of a rela- 
tive lo avoid the foreclosure of u 
loan would not be deductible, un- 
less the taxpayer were liable for 
the interest under the terms of the 
loan (as co-maker or as incloscr). 
In the abscnftc- of a legal obliga- 
tion on the pijrt of the taxpayer, 
such payments arc regarded in the 
nature of a gift to the person liable 
on the loan. 


Interest payable to a life insur- 


ance company for a policy loan is 
not deductible if the amount of the 
interest is simply added 
to 
the 


amount ot the loan, nor is interest 
deductible if on indebtedness in- 
curred or continued to purchase a 
single premium life insurance or 


endowment contract. 
Interest on 


indebtedness incurred lo purchase 
or carry tax-exempt securities Is 
/ 


likewise not deductible. Such loans 
include in general State and mu- 
nicipal bonds and certain obliga- 
tions of the United States. The only 
exception to this provision is the 
case of loans to purchase or carry 
tax-exempt obligations of the Unit- 
ed States issued after September 
24, 1917, to which the taxpayer was 
an original subscriber. 


Interest paid on a note, executed 


as a gift, is not deductible, since . 
such promissory notes lire held to v 
be a mere promise to make a gift 
in the future, and not a legal obli- 
gation. 


To be deductible, interest must 


be paid or accrued during the year 
for which the return is made. It (] 
the taxpayer is on the cash receipts 
and dis burscmcnts basis, then the 
interest must have been paid dur- 
ing the year. 
Back interest, not 


paid and deducted in a prior year, 
would, however, be allowable. If 
the taxpayer is on the accrual 
basis, the interest must have ac- 
crued during the year.
